Bedford In 3S27—The Snrrer-The Name- 


The Street!, Lots and BalldlDga—Cltl- 


zens and Their Oconpatlong 


In the year 1327 when I was five 


years of age, my father, Peter Sehell, 
moved from Sehellsb-rg to Bedford into 
ihe three-story brick house built by 
my uncle, John Sehell, about 1810 and 
situated on the northwest corner of 
Pitt and Richard streets, now Odd 
Fellows Hall. 


I came down with my parents in an 


old-fashioned gig having two wheels, 
the body hanging on arched leather 
springs. These gigs had a secret place 
in the back part of the body called the 
sword case where a sword was usually 
kept as a protection against highway 
robbers who then frequented the roads. 
I remember well the day oo which I 
arrived at Bedford; it was a bright and 
beautiful first of April and a large 
covered four-horse wagon was being 
unloaded in front of the house; John 
Wilson, a 1'rge and robust negro, 
known as "Greasy John'' was helping. 


BEDFORD—THE SITE. 


In 1750-51 an Indian trader named 


Ray erected a trading post on the 
present site of Bedford and for some 
years it was known as Raystown. In 
1733 the advance column of General 
Forbes' army erected a fort near the 
same place and named it Fort Rays- 
town. 
In 
1759 General Stanwix 


changed the name to Port Bedford. 
In 1766 the proprietaries of the prov- 
ince regularly surveyed and laid out a 
town, due east and west, on the same 
site, with 200 lots and gave it the name 
of Bedford. 


The streets running east and west 


were Pitt (near the Jtmiata river), 
Penn and John. Those running north 
and south were Eas»t (or Shelburne), 
Bedford, Richard, Juliana, Thomas 
and West. Penn, John, Thomas, Rich- 
ard and Juliana were named after 
members of the Penn family. 
Pitt 


was named in honor of the great Eng- 
lish Premier, 
William Pitt. 
Penn 


street was given a width of SO feet; 
all the others were given a width of 
60 feet, and 'he alleys 20 feet. A large 
square in the centre o f the town was 
set apart for the use of the public. 
The town was incorporated March 13, 
1795, but no organization was effected 
under the act. Finally the town was 
organized under the act of February, 
1817. 
Except 
on Pitt street, the 


houses were tven few and greatly 
scattered. 
This street had been lo- 


cated on the Provincial road, known 
as the Burdroad, which was opened in 
1755, for the transportation of supplies 
fronn Pennsylvania to Genera! Brad- 
dock's army at Fort Cumberland. In 
179] the State road from Shippensburg 
to Pittsburg was also located on it, 
and this was followed in 1S14 by the 
.'aambersburg an'1. Bedford and Bed- 
ford and Stoves own turnpikes, Juli- 
ana street being the dividing line be- 
tween these pikes. 
Owing to tvese 


advantages Pitt street was entirely 
bull', rp with the exception of t Tee or 
four lots. Outside the western town 
limits there were on this street some 
eight or nine r ouses and Samuel Dav- 
idson's tannery, 
now Haderman's 


property. A short distance below the 
eastern town limit stood the large 
Spencer stone tavern, now Andersons'.

Joira STBEET: Lots 79-30 Reformed 


and Lutheran church with graveyard, 
erected abou', 1770; Methodist Episco- 
pal ch .reh, one-story brick building, 
erected abotit 1326 outside borough 
limits; no dwelling houses. 


EAST STREET: 
A small, one-story 


brick Catholic church, built in 1317, 
now standing; a two-story log house 
stood in the middle of the street, near 
Pitt until some 40 years ago. 


BEDFOBD STBEET: Lot 170, a long 


one-story frame house near river, now 
Shires'. 


RICHARD STBEET: Lot 127, a double 


log barn, near the alley, now Fisher's; 
ll'J a long one-story frame rouse near 
the alley, now H. D. Tate's; tradition 
says John Fraser in 1753 built a log 
tavern on lot 173 near the ri^er, now 
Lyon's. 


JCLIASA 


Lutz's and Kerr's estate, large ftom 
hotel and three frame offices, Jaeol 
Bonuett; three one-story brick fire 
proof offices on northwest corner of 
public square; the foundation of the 
present court house was begun in 183' 
on the southwest corner of the public 
sqnare and the tuilding was com- 
plete! in 1839; 23, now county's, in the 
rear, a one-story log house; lot 30, now 
Dr. F. B. Barclay's heirs, a frame back 
building. 


THOMAS STREET—East side; half way 


back from Penn street, a small frame 
house. West side: On lots 73, 74, 75 
ani 70 t' ere was a large sink hole en 
one side of which there was a one- 
story stone house, built o iginally foi 
a distillery. 
Major S. M. Barclay 


graded 1he lots and filled the sink 
hole; a large frame house, now s'and 
ing, on the rear of 64 and 65 on the 
alley extending from Thomas to Eas' 
streets, cow Dr. McCullough's estate. 


There were no buildings on West 


street.

President Roosevelt sent a mild re- 
monstrance, telling the Cuban presi- 
dent that he thought the appropriation 
too extravagant; no attention was 
paid to the president's request; a 
beautiful collar of pearls was pur- 
chased with the money and it was 
one of Miss Roosevelt's chief orna- 
ments on the occasion of her wedding. 
The wedding appears to be a happy 
one. The level-headed girl did not 
look for a lord, or a count, or a duke; 
she gave her hand and heart to a 
countryman of bar own, who made no 
request for a million or two to piy his 
gambling debts as was tbe cise with 
Count Castelaine. 


While Washington was a blaze of en- 


joyment, a dreadful accident occurred 
in this city, which nearly caused the 
death of a hundred poor families, and 
destroyed a vast amount of property, 
which the city will have to pay for.

MISSIONARY RIDGE." 


How the Scene ot a Terrible Battle 


Originally Got Its Name. 


Stretching for miles along the east- 


ern border of the city, picturesque and 
pleasing to view is Missionary ridge. 
How well that name is known from 
the hemlocks of Maine to the flowers 
of Florida, and yet how different from 
its name are the associates one gives 
it when it is pronounced! In history 
it is recorded as being the scene of one 
of the fiercest conflicts of the civil war, 
but to the people who know the origin 
of the name it Is a monument to the 
memory of a band of devoted, self 'sac- 
rificing Christian men who, braving 
the hardships of emigrp'Jon not for the 
love of gain, but to help their fellow 
men, built the Brainard mission on the 
picturesque heights known by the name 
of Missionary ridge. 


It was in 1817 that the Rev. Cyrus 


Kingsbury, Ainsworth F. Blunt and 
the Rev. John Vail first viewed the site 
of their mission. They were sent here 
by the American board of commission- 
ers for foreign missions, and the same 
board had provided for the erection of 
a mission, Including school buildings 
and a home for the missionaries. But 
the contractors failed in their contract, 
and the missionaries were left without 
money and without even a shelter. But 
by energetic efforts they created a mis- 
sion school and built a mill on the 
banks of Chickamauga creek. The mill 
race, nearly a mile long, is still visible. 
The mill was purchased by Philamon 
Bird in 1S52. He tore down the small 
structure and built what is now known 
as Bird's mill.

tic visitor writes: The eky has an al- 
most Italian radiance as the sun shines 
clear and bright on the glittering levels 
of the lagoon that divide the new town 
from the old.
